5*  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  facilities  for  bacteriological  purposes  are  provided  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Musgrove  Park  Hospital,  Taunton,  and  at 
Canynge  Ha.ll,  Whatley  Road,  Bristol. 8.,  and  for  analytical  purposes  at  the 
County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Taunton.  Atmospheric  analysis  is  done  by 
the  Bristol  City  Analyst  by  arrangement  with  the  Somerset  County  Council. 

I  must  pay  tribute  to  the  ready  co-operation  I  have  always  had  from  the 
officers  in  Canynge  Hall, 

All  hospitals  are  under  the  control  of  the  South  Western  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  and  Infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  Ham  Green  Hospital. 

The  following  Welfare  Services  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
County  Council  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health:- 

Home  Nursing. 

Health  Visiting. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Welfare  Service. 

I  should  be  ungracious  not  to  express,  again,  the  public  appreciation 
of  the  work  done  by  the  two  District  Nurses. 

First  Aid  Post. 

Portishead  is  extremely  fortunate  in  having  a  First  Aid  Station, 
voluntarily  staffed  and  financed  almost  completely  locally,  (There  is  a  smal 
grant,  £40  annually  from  the  B.R.C.S.).  In  1954  3,485  attendances  and  113 
blood  donors  v/ere  dealt  with,  with  a  staff  of  seven  officers,  16  members, 
two  probationers  and  26  cadets. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  present  Commandant,  Mrs.  Phyllis  Wicks,  for  the 
story  of  the  Post. 

”In  the  war  Portishead  had  one  of  the  Wo  large  First  Aid 

Posts  in  Somerset,  with  a  paid  staff  varying  from  16  to  8  nurses ; 

as  danger  receded  the  B.R.C.S.  detachment  took  it  over  completely, 

and  as  Commandant  I  was  in  charge. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

First  Rid  Post  (Contd). 

Dr.  J.C, McCormick  was  then  our  M.O,  and  M.O.H,  also.  To  keep 
us  "Out  of  mischief" ,  he  took  to  sending  us  every  patient  he  could 
for  all  sorts  of  treatments  and  when  he  "became  M.O*  to  the  Somerset 
Light  Infantry  manning  the  Wireless  Station,  they  came  to  us  for 
sick  parade. 

Gradually  our  Post  became  the  M,I*R,  for  the  District  as  more 
and  more  troops  arrived  and  an  Army  doctor  was  attached  who 
attended  sick  parades.  It  was  all  Very  convenient  and  very 
unofficial.  In  the  Influenza  epidemic  of  19 AO,  we  opened  A  wards 
and  over  100  patients  passed  through  our  hands. 

As  less  troops  were  with  us  in  late  years,  Dr.  Bruce,  the 
present  M.O.,  became  M.O.  for  the  troops  and  they  continued  to  use 
the  Post  and  we  ’worked  with  him. 

In  this  way  over  the  years  we  gained  a  lot  of  experience  and 
when  the  war  was  over  Dr.  McCormick  said  he  could  not  possibly 
"do  his  own  work  again"  and  we  must  do  something  about  it.  So 
I  set  to  and  after  many  alarms  and  excursions  we  secured  a  balloon 
barrage  hut  flom  Portbury,  (which  the  B.R0C„S. eventually  paid  for), 
and  it  was  brought  to  its  preaent  site.  Meanwhile  the  Council 
lent  us  a  hut  in  the  adjoining  yard.  We  never  actually  ceased  work, 
as  the  day  we  left  the  C.D,  Post  and  v/ent  to  the  transition  one, 
we  took  a  fractured  arm  with  us. 

We  settled  in  here  in  November,  1947  after  a  hectic  search 
for  equipment.  We  had  not  permits.  A  good  deal  of  chicanery  went 
into t he  f inal  set-up.  Dr.  McCormick  lived  just  long  enough  to  see 
us  in. 


There  are  plenty  of  patients,  though  the  numbers  vary  according 
to  the  number  of  men  working  in  the  District.  Between  3>000  and 
4,000  entries  are  made  for  treatments  each  year.  We  have  Ultra- 
Violet,  Infra-red  and  Radiant  Heat  lamps  in  constant  use. 

Our  great  difficulty  is  shortage  of  staff.  14  nurses  cover 
3  shifts  a  day  and  we  open  briefly  on  Sundays,  if  necessary  and 
also  on  Saturday  afternoons." 

6,  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  -  SECTION  47.

No  action  calling  for  action  by  the  Courts  was  needed. 


7.  WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company.  The  Company  is 
constantly  examined  by  the  Company  for  bacteriological  purity.  Chemically 
the  water  is  still  very  hard,  now  wholly  of  temporary,  or  bicarbonate, 
hardness.  A  copy  of  the  latest  Report  from  the  County  Public  Analust  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

No  action  has  been  required  with  regard  to  water  having  Plumb o-solvent 
action;  nor  any  contamination. 

The  1358  dwelling  houses  of  the  District  are  all  supplied  with  water, 
direct  to  the  houses,  covering  the  whole  of  the  population.

8.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Most  houses  are  connected  to  sewers  and  extensions  have  been  provided  to 
meet  the  Housing  Sites  as  developed,  with  a  separate  system  for  surface  water. 

Locks  in  sewage  flow  still  occur  in  manholes  at  the  junctions  of  the 
Combe  and  Slade  Road  and  partly  in  the  junction  of  Slade  and  Nore  Roads  at 
storm  times  It  is  also  apparent  that,  at  storm  times,  sewage  is  carried  into 
the  rhine  at  Albert  Road.  At  high  tide,  with  heavy  rainfall  sewage  has  also 
be^n  forced  up  through  manholes  on  the  recreation  ground. 

These  failures  of  proper  sewage  drainage  have  exercised  the  Council  and 
steps  have  been  taken  to  correct  them,  but  it  is  felt  that  consideration  must 
soon  be  given  to  the  adequacy  of  the  present  system  as  a  whole,  one  which  has 
been  developed  piecemeal  with  the  development  of  the  town.  Expert  opinion 

has  been  obtained  and  is  to  be  considered.  It  is  probable  that  revision  may 
be  expensive.  ^ 


I  attach  as  an  appendix  No. 5  a  record  of  the  talk  given  by  the  Engineer, 
Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  on  the  Sewerage  of  the  District  of  12th 
January,  1955,  for  reference.

The  Council  still  has  a  long  waiting  list  of  tenants  for  Council  houses 
and  the  need  for  providing  for  the  personnel  of  the  British  Elec-cncity 
.Authority' s  staff  and  workers  for  Messrs.  iCLbright  &  Wilson.  . There  seems  to 
be  unnecessary  delay  and  difficulty  in  getting  going  from  official  sources. 
Greater  stides  are  hoped  for  the  coming  year. 

There  are  comparatively  few  'unfit'  houses  in  the  District,  but. 
action  has  had  to  be  taken  where  sub-standard  flats  have  been  a  persistent 
call  for  rehousing  of  tenants.

The  Power  Station  has  given  little  cause  for 
complaint.

The  Phosphorus  Factory  of  Messrs.  Albright  &  Wilson  Ltd.  has,  from  its 
noise  and  fumes  caused  great  complaint  from  residents  and,  from  the  first 
heavy  dose  during  Easter,  the  matter  led  to  protracted  dealing  with  the 
Company,  eventually  making  Court  action  necess any. 

During  the  following  year,  appreciation  of  the  nuisance  has  led  to  real 
and  active  steps  being  taken,  and  it  is  hoped  that  little  cause  for  complaint, 
will,  in  future,  arise.
